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THE  EDITORIAL 

Just  by  looking  over  our  campus,  it  is 
easy  to  see  that  this  school  year  is  an  excellent 
one  —  so  far.  Two  winning  teams  have  raised 
school  spirit  to  an  extremely  high  level.  Stu- 
dents turned  out  in  large  numbers  to  cheer 
on  the  teams  in  their  games.  Such  wonderful 
support  encouraged  the  players  to  give  their 
very  best.  However,  this  backing  by  the 
students  should  not  end  with  the  fall  season; 
we  must  carry  it  through  the  rest  of  the  year. 
It  is  necessary  to  continue  a  deep  interest  in 
all  student  activities.  There  is  no .  excuse  to 
rest  on  our  ""laurels"  for  the  fall  semester: 
we  must  plan  for  tomorrow.  At  any  rate,  the 
general  attitude  and  conduct  of  the  student 
body  thus  far  this  year  is  to  be  commended. 

But  victory  on  the  athletic  field,  high  spirit, 
and  interest  in  school  activities  contribute  only 


half  of  what  is  needed  to  make  a  successful 
year.  Do  you  remember  last  spring's  editor- 
ial? It  was  a  plea  for  tolerance  towards  those 
individuals  who  can  be  easily  hurt  by  bully- 
ing and  unkind  remarks.  In  order  to  maintain 
an  "undefeated"  record  in  turning  "boys  into 
men",  consideration  and  help  must  be  given 
to  those  persons. 

Another  point  pertains  to  the  administra- 
tion ;  we  must  not  complain  about  adminis- 
trative policies  and  decisions.  Although  the 
reasons  for  a  ruling  may  not  be  completely 
obvious  to  us.  it  is  necessary  to  realize  that 
those  in  authority  have  had  a  lot  more  ex- 
perience in  dealing  with  boys,  and  also  that 
the  decision  was  made  only  after  careful 
thought  and  intended  to  benefit  the  student 
body. 

To  preserve  our  hitherto  excellent  year,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  give  one-hundred-per- 
cent support  to  our  athletic  teams,  to  show 
a  deep  interest  in  all  student  activities,  to 
adopt  a  kindly  attitude  towards  our  fellow 
students,  and  to  be  loval  to  school  authorities.
